Congress Hot Disposed to Tak 
Seriously President's Reply 
Regarding Secret Service

Washington, January 4.-—<(Special.)— 
Judge Griggs precipitated the liveliest 
sensation which marked the session of 
congress today. Laughter on both sides 
of the house, derisive laughter, mirthfu] 
laughter, punctuated .the reading of the 
special messege on the secret service 
sent to the lower house by President 
Roosevelt. At the conclusion of the read- 
ing, Judge Griggs secured the floor and 
moved that the message be returned to 
the president. This was unlooked for, 
and had the effect of a bomb. Immedi- 
ately the judge was surrounded: by his 
democratic colleagues. Champ Clark 
nd Bourke Cockran, who were sitting 
near the Georgian, appealed to him to 
withdraw his motion. 
’ “It is a republican row. Let them fight 
it out,’’ urged others. 

Griggs Much in Earnest. 

Judge Griggs finally withdrew his mo- 
tion, which had been offered as / an 
amendment to that of Mr. Perkins, pro- 
viding for the reference of the special 
message to the committee which had 
considered the original paragraph from 
the president's annual message, to which 
Judge Griggs 
was very much in earnest, and in yieldqd- 
ing to the appeals of hls colleagues said: 

“I do not think this is any time to 
play politics. We have been insulted and 
the time has arrived to fight. If a man 
is accused of horse siealing, he does not

City Wins in Us Fight With the 
Corporation 


SUPREME COURT UNANIMOUS 


Entire Memberahip of the High Tri- 
bunmal of the United States Con- 
curred in Upholi#ug the 
Validity of the New 
York Law. 


Washington, January 4.—Speaking for 
the entire membership of the supreme 
court of the United States, Justice 
Peckham, of that court, today an- 
nounced the decision of the court in 
the’ cases of the public service com- 
mission of New York, the city of New 
York and the attorney general of New 
York versus the Consolidated Gas Com- 
Pany of New York city, which involved 
the validity of the 80-cent gas law of 
that city. In effect the decision up- 


timation that if after practical test the 
rate fixed should prove to be unremu- 
nerative, the gas company should have 
the privilege of reviving the case. 

The United States circuit court for 
the southern district of New York, by 
which the case was tried, and which 
Sranted an injunction against the en- 
forcement of the law. was reversed, 
but was instructed to dismiss the case 
without prejudice. 

The court merely announced its con- 
clusions and it was stated by Justice 
Peckham that the full opinion would 
be placed on file at some time in the 
future. 

The court failed to pass specifically 
upon the question of the constitution- 
ality of the law as an entirety, but did 
Pronounce invalid some of its features, 
as for instance, that prescribing the 
amount of pressure to be required of 
the company. In the main, however, 
the tenor of the decision was to the 
effect that the gas company has been 
premature in its prayer for relief in 
that it presented its petition for an in- 
junction before there had been an op- 
portunity to test the operation of the 
law, 

An important feature of the decision 
is the finding of the court to the effect 
that the value of the franchises of the 
companies constituted in the Consoli- 
dated company, ag fixed by them at 
the time of the consolidation, could be 
properly regarded as a part of the 
capital of the company for the issu- 
ance of stock. It was pointed out that 
the state had never quéstioned the fair- 
ness of that valuation, and it was. there- 
fore, concluded that at this late date 
that question could not properly be 
raised. |

Hearst’s Attorney Alleges Young 
Rockefeller Perjured Himself in 
Swearing to the Original 
Complaint for Libel. 


New York, January 4.—The action for 
criminal libel, brought on complaint of 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., against S. 8. 
Carvalho, Bradford Merrill and E. H. 
Clark, officers of The Star Publishing 
Company, which published The New 
York American, was begun today in the 
Center street police court, before Mag- 


istrate Moss. 

Mr. Rockefeller testified that the ar- 
ticle in The American, in which he was 
accused of having caused a system of 
peonage to be adopted by a certain 
breakfast food company at .Chicago, 
was false in every particular. He had 
not set foot in Chicago, he declared, 
for nearly two years. 

Clarence J. Shearn, attorney for the 
defendants, submitted a retraction 
printed on the day following the pub- 
lication of the original story, as evi- 
dence that the libel hag not been com- 
mitted with malicious intent. 

Mr. Shearn then cross-examined the 
witness, and secured from him an ad- 
mission that, while he had sworn in 
his origina] complaint that he “knew 
of his personal knowledge” that the 
defendants were officers of The Star 
Publishing Company, that knowledge 
had in reality been based simply 
“upon information and elief.” Mr. 
Shearn contended that this constituted 
perjury on the part of Mr. Rockefeller, 
and promptly applied for a warrant for 
his arrest on that charge. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan 
protested vigorously’ against the charge 
being taken seriously, but Mr. Shearn 
insisted, and Magistrate Moss took the 
matter under advisement, 

The question of malicious intent was 
also left for future adjudication next 
Monday.

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MONEY TO BUY NECESSITIES 


And the President Is Authorized to 
Employ Ships of the Navy in 
Sending Supplies to the 
Stricken People of 
Italy. 


Washington, January 4.—Bountiful pro- 
vision for. the earthquake sufferers of 
Italy was made by congress today, and 
that, too, by unanimous vote. 

In the house there was vigorous hand- 
clapping as the bill carrying the appro- 
priation was sent on its way. The mu- 
nificent sum of $800,000 was granted a!- 
most immediately after the reception in 
both houses of a message from the pres- 
ident calling attention to the calamity 
and the pressing need for aid -for the 
stricken sister natfon, 

The president’s signature was not af- 
fixed to the ill tonight, as it did not 
reach him, neither the vice president nor 
the speaker yet having signed it. The 
house had adjourned and Speaker Can- 
non had left the capitol before the sen- 
ate passed the measure. President 
Roosevelt will sign the Will, making it 
effective when it reaches him, which 
probably will be tomorrow. 

Most Generous Help Ever Extended. 


Only the fact that the national] legisla- 
ture was adjourned for the usua] holi- 
day recess when. the earthquake occurred 
prevented earlier action, although by 
the president’s direction, and with con- 
fidence of congressional approval, sup- 
plies aboard the naval ships Celtic and 
Culgoa, intended for the battleship fleet, 
were diverted and ordered delivered as 
quickly as their speed capacity could 
t#ke them to the scene of suffering and 
want. 

No such generous help was ever ex- 
tended to a stricken people by this gov- 
ernment bdefore..The legislators, antici- 
pating the presifent’s message, and fill- 
ed with a sympathetic desire to lend their 
votes to any proposition which would 
bring relief, were early in their seats 
and prepared to take immediate action. 

Confident inate further contrioutions 
of the Americgn public will justify its 
assumption of responsibility in author- 
izing Ambassador Griscom at Rome to 
charter and load with supplies a relief 
vessel, and also to transport refugees, 
the American: National Red Cross ad- 
vanced the: mecessary means wherewith 
to meet the suggestion of the ambassa- 
dor and his committee of Americans in 
Rome. Over’ $330,000 has been collected 
through the Red Cross alone,’ of which 
$60,000 représemts the advance referred 
to, one-half of which 'The Christian Her- 
ald has agreed to raise. 

The Battleship Fleet. 


‘Because of the belief of the prime min- 
ister of Italy, expressed in a message 
today, in response to a cablegram from 
the president to Ambassador Griscom, 
transmitted last Saturday, that the 
American fleet of battleships will arrive 
at the scene of disaster too late to be 
of great assistance, conferences are be- 
ing held with the view to rearranging 
their. sailing program, especially as it 
has been determined that the fieet’s visit 
to the several Italian ports, where prep- 
arations were making for its appropriate 
reception, would be ill-timed under the 
present circumstances, 

President Rioosevelt, in a message to 
congress, today asked for a direct ap- 
propriation of 600,000. 

At the conference at the white house 
jast night, attended by Speaker Cannon, 
$500,000 was agreed wpon as the aynount 
which should be appropriated. Ten min- 
utes before the house convened | the 
speaker received a letter from the white 
house suggesting that the amount be 
increased to $800,000..

WRECKED CITIES 
~ NOT BOMBARDED 


All the Living Not Yet Taken 
From Earthquake Ruins 


VULTURES FEEDING ON DEAD 


And Dogs and Cats Are. Found 
Gnawing Corpses—British Offi- 
cers Estimate the Number 


of Victims at 200,000. 


Rome, January 4.—King Victor Em- 
manuel has addressed an order of day to 
the army and navy, in which he says 
he has again had personal proof of the 
heroism of the soldiers and sailors, and 
commends highly the:.men of the for- 
eign warships in uniting their efforts to 
those of the valorous Italian officers 
and sallors. 

The reports of bombarding the ruins 


premature. Even after five or six days 
the living have been taken out of the 
wreckage. Millions in money’and val- 
uables and important records, which are 
buried deep, must be removed. The 
American officials, headed by Major 
Landis, the attache at Rome, with the 
aid of sixty soldiers, are engaged in 
the fask of clearing up the ruins of the 
American consulate at Messina in order 
to recover, if possible, the bodies. of 
Consul Chepey and his wife. 

British naval officers have discovered 
that the bed of the Strait of Messina has 
been raised many hundred feet, and 
as high as 1,400 feet in places. Their 
estimate of the dead reaches 200,000. 

Ambassador Gristom, with a view to 
the quick transportation of American 
supplies to the earthquake zone, has se- 
cured for this purpose the German Lloyd 
steamer Bayern. 

It is suggested that all Amertcans 
not heard from who were supposed to 
be jn the earthquake zone, should be 
considered safe, as probably all Ameri- 
cans who have suffered have been re- 
ported. 

Curious freaks of the earthquake are 
everywhere to be observed. At Messina 
Standing’ walls had fallen out, exposing 
one tier of rooms above another in 


which nothing seemed to have been dis- 
turbed. Pictures hung straight on the 
walls, lamps were on tables, and vases 
and flowers on mantelpieces.

Wishes Cordial Relations. 

“I consider myself especially fortunate 
fm having as my co-laborers such an ex- 
cellent body of citizens as compoge the 
general council of Greater Atlanta in 
1909. I sincerely trust that our rela- 
tions may always be cordial, and where 
differences will probably arise, let us 
each agree in advance to concede to the 
Other honesty of purpose and e¢incerity 
of conviction. Let us. in all our actions, 
be guided by what we honestly belleve 
to ‘be the best interests of the people of 
Atlanta and the welfane of the whole 
city. We will have many serious and 
difficult problems to face, but I know 
that by putting aside all personal pref- 
erences or political influences we will.

The 
legislative department of a great city 
of this size deserves the active service 
of every member of its general coun- 
cil.

With the pamic a thing of the 
past. business conditions In all lines im- 
proving. and with real estate sales— 
the best barometer af the times-—being 
at the hi¢chest prices ever recorded, I 
belleve we can safely feel that Atlanta 
now stands on the threshold of the 
brightest period cof prosperity in our 
commercial progress. This, in brief, is 
the citv whose interests we are called 
upon to protect and promote. 

“With the new year'Greater Atlanta 
is born and brings with it additional re- 
#ponsibilities. We have long since 
passed by the village class, and we have 
now reached the proportions of a me- 

" tropolis. Owing to the constantly in- 
creasing population of Atlanta, the bur- 
den of each council becomes heavier. 
and it js no reflection upon those of the 
past to say that never before have con- 
ditions been so serious or the problems 
of our city greater than those which 
confront us tonight. From this year we 
must plan as never before for our greht 
city and its greater future. All swad- 
dling clothes must be laid aside and we 
must realize that our city ts now fn 
the vigor of its growth and must not 
he hampered by any restriction In the 
development of {ts social, physiral or 
commercial expansion. Owing to our 
remarkable growth, and especially om 
account of the demands from the re- 
cently increased territory taken with- 
in our limits, it will be almost tmpos- 
sible for you to make many tmportant 
permanent improvements out of the 
present income of the city. The in- 
creased demands made upon the various 
departments for extended and improved 
service render it absolutely essential 
that they receive increased appropria- 

tions to meet the presept needs. I 
think the citizens are entitled to have 
these departments kept up to. the 
highest degree of efficiency -{n order 
that the departments of police, fire, 
fanitary, public works, etc., may meet 
every rea able demand made upon 
them. I be@eve it to be a wise business 
policy to issue bonds for important and 
manifestly needed permanent improve- 
ments, rather than attempt to. cramp 
the efficiency of our active departments 
by making appropriations for perma- 
nent improvements out of an already 
overburdened city income. 


‘ Bonds. 


“The chamber of commerce has made 
a very exhaustive investigation of the 
urgent needs of Atlanta, which they re- 
ported to the general council of last 
Year, and upon their recommendation an 
act was passed by the last legislature 
authorizing Atlanta to issue bonds in 
the sum of $500,000 each, for the fur- 
ther development of our sewers, water- 
works and schools. Through some er- 
‘ror the rate of interést was made in the 
act at 3% per cent. It is now generally 
conceded that this rate is so low that 
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j these bonds could not be sold in the 
open market at par, and it wHl be nec- 
essary to raise the rate of interest to 4 
per cent or 4% percent before they 
could be disposed of. I, therefore, rec- 
ommend to the bond commission and 
your honorable body the advisability of 
calling an election for these bonds in 
the early spring in order that they may 
be isshed under section 377 of the code. 
By this means it will not be necessary 
to delay until after the mext session 
of the legislature before calling the 
election. If the election is held in the 
spring, and the bonds are carried, sone 
of the bonds can be sold as needed for 
these permanent improvements by the 
middie of the year. I aiso reeommend 
that sufficient appropriation be made 
for the bond commission, in connection 
with the finance committee of your 
honorable body, to employ such experts, 
and make such investigations, plans, 
estimates, etc., as may be necessary for 
the wise investment*of the funds aris- 
ing from the sale of these bonds. 
Necessity for the Bonds. 


“Tt hardly think it necessary to dwell 
upon the wisdom of issuing these bonds, 
as every citizen of Atlanta must rec- 
Ognize the necessity for more money to 
meet the demands of the present and 
prepare for the future, and this can 
only be done by either tncreased taxa- 
tion or issuing bonds. A city that has 
assets of $97,000,000 and can issue $6,- 
800,000 bonds under the 7 per cent max- 
imum required by law and with only 
$3,121,000 of net bonds outetanding, it 
seems to me it would be unwise to at- 
tempt to raise any large amount by in- 
creased taxation, but to issue bonds 
would be the’ better course to pursue. 

“While all of the proposed improve- 
ments are needed, the one, to my mind, 
most important, and one which perhaps 
has been considered less, is the question 
of our sewers, and the gisposition of our 
lsewage. Unlike nearly every other 
large city in the United States we have 
no large body of water conveniently 
near into which we can empty our sew- 
age; it has, therefore, been emptied 
into the small streams around the city. 
There are now 7 large trunk sewers 
) emptying within the city limits; to ex- 
tend these sewers to the boundaries of 
}our city would but temporarily defer the 
disposal of this question, and still leave 
-the serious menace to the health of our 
city. and surrounding population. It is 
well known that flies and mosquitoes 
are the greatest purveyers of disease, 
and that the outfalls of sewers are the 
favorite breeding places for these pests. 
These sewers by emptying into these 
streams and polluting them render the 
property adjacent thereto less valuable 
and the water dangerous to man and 
beast. 

Need Has Long Been Known. 

“As far back as January, 1905, City 
Attorney Mayson, recognizing in his of- 
ficial position this great danger, said, 
in his annual report: ‘I want to say 
here and now, with all the emphasis that 
a formal report may command, that 
the aity should complete the extension 
of its sewers to the corporate limits 
and then provide dikposal plants.’ And 
that same year the sewer committee, in 
their annual report, made the following 
statement: ‘We recommend that the 
council of 1905 take up the consideration 
of septic tanks or purification plants. 
After the city is relieved of the sewage 
through the trunk sewers the respon- 
sibility ot dispose of it at the terminli 
of the trunk sewers still confronts the 
eite fathers. This work cannot be be- 
gun too soon.’ 

The septic tank and filtration pro- 
cess for the purification of sewerage 
has long since proved a success, and I 
believe with this bond issue, in the es- 
tablishment of such plants, our. great 
sewerage problem can be solved. The 
mortality statistics of Atlanta, which 
have caused much adverse comment, 
must be corrected, and I belteve the 
improvement of our sewer system, and 
the disposition of our sewage, and 
the extension of our water mains will 
go far in this direction... With more 
than 50,000 people in our limits, without 
either water mains or sewer connec- 
tions, and qdepending upon the well wa- 
ter and surface closets, the condition 
is extremely critical and demands im- 
mediate action. 

Wants Million for Sewers. 


T believe, after a careful investiga- 
tion of the cost of extending our main 
trunk and lateral sewers, and the erec- 
tion of the septic tanks, etc., $500,000 
will be found too small to properly 
and permanently correct and solve the 
serious condition that confronts us, and 
I recommend that the bond commis- 
sion carefully investigate this ques- 
tion, and if in their wisdom it is neces- 
sary, the proposed issue of bonds be in- 
creased to $2,000,000, $1,000,000 of which 
for sewers, $500,000 for waterworks, 
and $500,000 for schools. The extension 
of the water mains should be first 
made into the most thickly populated 
portions of our ejty, rather than in the 
undeveloped outlying qistricts, and the 
size of the mains should be large 
enough to care for the future growth 
of* the city. The mistake has been 
made in the past by putting down im 
many instances pipe entirely too small. 

With the recent improvements made 
in our waterworks department, I be- 
lieve we can uSe a large portion of 
the bond issue allotted to this depart- 
ment in the extension of our mains, 
which in itself would bring relief to 
many of our people, and largely in- 
crease the revenue of our city. While 
our waterworks should never be sold, 
it is easily worth and could be sold for 
as much as our total present bonded 
indebtedness and the proposed issue 
combined. 


Schools. 


But few of the 33 public schools in 
this city are fireproof, and many are in 
poor condition. Pupfls are being taught 
in the basements, where the light and 
air are bad, and a condition not con- 
ducive to health. There are many chil- 
dren who are not attending school be- 
cause the schools in their wards are 
overcrowded; while they might be 
placed in some of the other schools in 
other wards, it is impracticable for 
them to go so far, and for this reason 
they are losing the golden opportunity 
of securing a plain English education, 
which should be more conveniently of- 
fered them. Many of the grades now 
have from 50 to 60 pupils, which is too 
many for one teacher to properly at- 
tend to. 

There should be.several new schools 
built, if this bond {ssue carries, and 
many of the old schools put in first- 
class condition. I do not think it wise 
to tear down some of the school build- 
jings simply because they are framé 
construction, but improvements could be 
made in them which would considerably 
lessen the danger of fire, and make 
them more comfortabte. While it is not 
contemplated that any of thir bond is- 
sue will be used for the mgintenance 
of these schools, I think it ‘proper in 
this connection to say that I helieve the 
school teachers of our city ate not suf- 
| ficiently paid, especially t who 
| have served the city faithful

Physical Examination. 

“Owing to the large and rapidly-in- 
creasing number in attendance upen our ' 
already congested public schools, I think: 
it wise for the city to begin at once a: 
careful and systematic physical exam- ,; 
ination of these students. In many other | 
cities this system has been found to 
be of great value to the community, 
and in many states it is compulsory. 
Many children are now being educated 


| 


ithe parents themselves have never dis- 
fcovered, and which, if properly attended 


two or three successive years in the 
Same grad of our public schools, 
where their failure to rise is attributed 
to mental stupidity, although, in many 
cases, if physital examinations were 
held it would be found that they suf- 
fer from slight remedial d'séases which 


to, would enable them to pursue their 
Studies with greater profit to them- 
Selves, and less expense to the public. 
Physical examination of all the pupils 
would also tend -to lessen the spread 
Of disease in the schools, and save the 
parents much expense arising from dis- 
eases contracted in the schools, and to 
which their children are brought un- 
necessarily into contact. I believe in a 
few years this would prove to be one 
of the greatest blessings to this city. 
By building up to the highest physical 
Standard our children, and enabling 
them to pursue their studies in the best 
physical condition, would inevitably re- 
Sult in making them. stronger and 
more valuable citizens. I therefore rec- 
Ommend that a reasonable appropriation 
be made for the purpose of inaugurat- 
ing at the earliest date this system of 
Physical examination, {m order that its 
efficacy and benefits may be tried in 
this community. 
Auditorium-Amory. 


“The Auditorium-Armory, which is just 
now being completed, and which is 
Owned by the city of Atlanta, is one of 
the ‘best investments the city has ever 
made. It will provide a comfortable 
home for the local military companies, 
and provide a place where we can, with 
pride, invite and comfortably entertain, 
conventions from all ever the United 
States. If this property is properly 
handled I feel sure it will be a great 
benefit to our city. 

“Industrial expositions, displays of 
all character, musicales, lectures, etc., 
may be held, all for the pleasure and 
profit of our people. It is something 
Atlanta has needed badly in the past, 
and I am delighted that we are now 
about to complete one of the most up- 
to-date, fire-proof, splendidly-arranged 
auditoriums to be found in the United 
States. Nothing so advertises a city as 
conventions, and I hope that your hon- 
orable body may continue to work in 
harmony with the chamber of com- 
merce, which, in the past few years, 
has done so much for the city in bring- 
ing to Atlanta representative men in 
convention from: all over the country. 
Proper rules and regulations should at 
Once be adopted for the operaticn and 
maintenance of this building, and the 
committee in charge given every op- 
portunity to have it used for the best 
interests of the city. ; 

“In this connection I wish to call your 
attention to the present condition of 
Gilmer street, which will lead to the 
main entrance of this building. I rec- 
Ommend that this street be at once 
paved with wooden blocks. I would also 
call your attention to the angle on 
the property at the southwest corner 
of Edgewood avenue and Ivy street, 
where these streets converge with Gil- 
mer street; this angle juts out into the 
approach to Gilmer street from Edge- 
wood avenue to the Auditorium. I rec- 
ommend that steps be taken to acquire 
this angle, so that a straight approach 
may be had from Bdgewood avenue 
along Gilmer street to the Auditorium. 
The change would not seriously affect 
the property involved, as the strip is 
small, and it would greatly improve the 
Situation at this point. 

Fire Department. 


“Our fire department is one of 
best managed departments in the city, 
and has in the past given most excel- 
lent service for the protection of our 
pyoperty, but this department, too, has 
been cramped and has not, therefore, 
been able to keep apace with the grow- 
ing needs of our raprdly-growing city. 
The fire at the terminal station, less 
than a year ago, where approximately 
$1,000,000 were burned up in a sin- 
gie night, demonstrated very forcibly 
that our fire department needed addi- 
tional improvements. Among the other 
improvements which will have to be 
considered for the new ninth ward, one 
of the most important, and I believe, 
most urgent, is the erection of a fire 
Station in that section of the city, and 
1 hope that your honorable body may 
be able to supply this engine Ahouse 
during the coming year. ” 

Sanitary Department. 


“The sanitary department has been 
much hampered in efficient service for 
lack of funds. This department is of 
vital importance to the health of the 
city, and should be kept up to. the 
highest standard. Our streets should be 
kept cleaner, in order that the germ, 
laden dust should not be allowed to be 
blown over the city, which is a source 
of many diseases. If our water mains 
and sewers are properly extended, it 
would save the city a large part of the 
$20,000 which it annually now costs to 
remove the night soil. 

Library. 


“The Carnegie library has given great 
service to our city, and is one of the 
most important of its educational fea- 
tures. A lot has been bought for a 
branch library in the fifth ward, based 
upon a promised subscription from Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie, and I recommend that 
steps be taken at once to secure this 
donation and erect the building, and 
proper provision be made for its main- 
tenance, 


Parks. 


“Atlanta, like many other cities, failed 
to consider early in its career the ne- 
cessity for parks. In the early days of 
our history our forefathers, perchance, 
did not realize that Atlanta was des- 
‘tined to be the great metropolis that it 
is today, ahd that we were to be essen- 
tially a great manufacturing city, and 
had it not been for the foresight and 
generosity of our lamented friend, Mr. L. 
P. Grant, Atlanta would be practically 
without any park at all. The question 
of maintaining parks has néw become 
generally recognized throughout the 
world as a commercial necessity, and 
no longer looked wpon as an esthetic tn- 
dulgence. In ail cities with a large num- 
ber of their laboring class closely housed 
in factories, and living snyail lots, 
with but little room for t¥eir families 
to enjoy any recreation and fresh air, 
it is absolutely essential that they shoulda 
provide recreation parks and breathing 
places for this class of its population, 
if for no other reason.

In purchasing 
Piedmont ‘park of 180 acres, the city 
made a wise investment, but this tract, 
as it now stands, is practically useless 
for park purposes, and the city should 
begin at once a systematic development 
of this property in order that at no dis- 
tant date it may, by its own beauty and 
comfort, attract to it all classes of our 
people for their pleasure and recreation, 
‘The other and smaller parks of the city 
should be kept up and continually im- 
proved. | 

“I think it would be wise if the city 
wouid ibuy a few acres in other sections 
of the city while land could be bought 
at present prices. A few acres purchased 
now in three or four sections of Atlanta, 
even if not improved, but cleared and 
turned over to the public, would, in @ 
few years, be of great benefit to those 
sections and become a very valuable as- 
get to the city. Parks and playgrounds 
are great preventatives of disease and 
crime; they, cost less than the mainte- 
hance of hospitals and juvenile eourts 
and reformatories. Presfdent Roosevelt 
has said that the biggest civic achieve- 
ment in the world is the Chicago south 
side playground. More than $10,000,- 
000 has been invested there. Many cities 
have found that there is a strong rela- 
tion between juvenile courts and play- 
grounds. The more playgrounds there 
are where children can be kept from 
mischief, the fewer delinquents. Cities 
all over the country are recognizing 
these necessities, and Atlanta must not 
be backward in this important feature 


of its development.

“Our police is 


the | working smoothly, and under the civil 


service rules the force is effictent and 
not molested by the constant fear of 
political turmoil. It will be necessary 
to add several men to this department 
in order to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of our extended area. As this is 
one of the most important departments 
in our city, ang upon which so much 
depends, I hope your honorable body 
may meet the wishes of this depart- 
ment as far as lies within your power. 
In this connection it !s gratifying to 
learn from a report of the chief of po- 
lice, issued threc days ago, that 
drunkenness and general disorder have 
so largely decreased in our city during 
the year just ended, and it is impossibl+ 
to disconnect this fact from the opera- 
tion of the state prohibition law, which 
went into effect twelve months ago. It 
is not my purpose to discuss this law; 
but I do belHeve in the enforcement of 
all laws. The unpunished violation of 
any law encourages renewed violation, 
not only of the law broken, but of ail 
law. Ag mayor of thig city, I shall use 
the influence and power_ of my_ office 
ever on the side of law against 
lawlessness ang in favor of order 
nugainst disorder. 
Public Buildings. 

“The time has now arrived when At- 
lanta should begin to consider the 
question of efther erecting a city hall 
or providing another office building for 
its many important departments. As 
is recognized by all, the present build- 
ing is really a disgrace to our city. 
Every department is more or less 
crampeg for want of room and serious- 
ly inconvenienced in their present lo- 
cation. As Atlanta gave the ground to 
the government upon which the post- 
office now stands, I believe a satisfac- 
tory arrangement could be made, either 


by donation, lease or purchase of the | 


for the purpose of 
using it as the city hall. The new post- 
office will probaby be completed in 
the early part of next year, and I 
therefore recommend that you take up 
at once with the proper authorities the 
question of the city making some ar- 
rangement by which it could acquire 
the old postoffice for a city hall. I be- 
lieve at comparatively small cost this 
building coulq be completely renovated 
and made serviceabfe to Atlanta for 
many years to come.

‘The question of Atlanta having a 
central market place has been consid-

I wish to also call your attention to the 


on Peachtree street. This 
thoroughfare is the main artery of 
travel for both heavy and light vehi- 
cles to ang from the whole north end 
of the county, it being the only contin- 
uous smooth pavement from the Can- 
dlier building to the city limits. On 
the south side of the city, we have 
smooth pavements on Washington, 
Pryor, Whiteheam and Forsyth streets, 
all leading and dividing the traffic to 
‘ the center of the city. I therefore rec- 
ommend that.as soon as practicable a 
suitable pavement be laiq parallel to 
Peachtree street, in order that this 
rapidly increasing congestion of traffic 
may be relieved.: 
Streets—Free Chert. 


“T believe the city has outgrown the 
free chert policy, and this should be 
at once abandoned. It is manifestly un- 
fair to those property owners who are 
repeatedly assessed for new pavements 
because, forsooth, the public wear them 
Out rapidly, while others are. having 
free pavements laid in front of their 
property. I believe all free paving 
should cease, whether done by the city 
or the county forces, within the city 
limits. All streets shoulg be paved 
upon practically the same assessment 
basis, quality of paving, of course, con- 
sidered. By this means, there can be 
no unfair discrimination, and all prop- 
erty will bear its proper share of the 
cost of the improvements made, 

The Ninth Ward. 


“For the first time tonight, the new 
ninth ward is represented in the gener- 
al council by an alderman and two 
councilmen. I congratulate the city of 
Atlanta upon the acquisition of these 
splendid citizens of tie suburbs of 
Edgewood, Copenhill, Reynoldstown 
and the adjacent territory, and I con- 
gratulate the annexed people upon be- 
coming actual legal residents of our 
great city.

ARMY OF AMAZONS READY 
TO MAKE WAR ON AUSTRIA 


Women Are Being Trained in Mon- 
tenegro for Emergenctes. 


Chicago, January 4.—An army of Am- 
azons, trained to wage war on_ the 
Austrian empire, is the newest body to 
take up the profession of arms, accord- 
ing to Dr. Spiro Sargentich, commis- 
sioner of health of Tacoma, Wash., now 
speeding westward from Chicago en 
route from Montenegro, where he went 
to offer his services to his former ruler, 
and watched the women of Montenegro 
training for a possible war with Aus- 
tria. 

“When we read in the ‘Iliad’ of the 
women who helped in the siege of Troy 
we were positive that we would not en- 
counter a similar condition in our 
every-day life,” declared the western 
health commissioner. . 

“In our little country of Montenegro, 
where the designs of Austria become 
more and more galling as the days go 
by, our women are preparing for a pos- 
sible fray. Dally th drill and prac- 
tice with their revolvers and rifies, and 
when trouble comes they will fight side 
by side with the 70,000 men who com- 
prise our fighting force.’ 

The man who is health commissioner 
of an American city still refers to Mon- 
tenegro as “his cowntry,” for he has 
served in the Montenegrin and Aus- 
trian armies and wears the Order of 
Prince Danilo I, conferred on him a 
month ago.

In 1908 we bought a piece of 
ground on North avenue, near Marietta 
street, which the park board did me the 
honor to name Joyner park, and we have 
spent $1,000 in improving it. In the first 
ward there was a neglected vacant lot 
known as Mims park, upon which we have 
spent $700.

In Piedmont park we have opened roadways 
and made improvements to the extent of 
$12,000. In Grant park we have constructed 
@ concrete pavilion for the benefit of the 
people who visit that pleasure ground, and 
have laid cement walks at a cost of $10,000. 
In addition we have had the pleasure of 
contributing during each of the two years of 
my administration $500 to the Playground 


Association, an appropriation which has 
entirely inadequate and which I trust a 
will enlarge this year. 

Waterworks Better Than Ever. 
In the waterworks department we have 
made notable improvements. On the last 
pump that was purchased we paid in 1907 
$27,600 and in 1908 $29,100, completing that 
purchase. Also in 1907 the lagt note, amount- 
ing to $10,400, on the land for the new 
reservoir site was paid, This new reservoir 
site ‘became the property of the city on 
June 1. 1903, and for four years very little 
had been done to it. On July 96, 1907, I as- 
sembled your honorable body in session and 
you appointed a committee to discuss witb 
the county commisafOners the matter of 
baving the county join the city in the work 
of having this improvement completed. The 
reservoir ig now rapidly nearing comple- 
tion. It will hold an enormous volume of 
water. Adjoining the new reservoir there 
were a number of small houses s0 situated 
that the drainage from them fell directly 
into the reservoir site. For the protection 
of the city we this year purchased these 
houses and lots at a cost of $20,000 and the 
watershed {s now protected. Also this year 
we purchased a new pumping engine and 
I have signed the warrant for the first 
payment on that pump. It amounted to §44,- 
566.66, which is one-third of the total cost. 
A splendid house has been bullt for this 
new pump adjoining the old house at the 
Hemphill station. The boilers have already 
been installed and the foundation bullt. 
These foundations, boilers and pump house 
have cost ué 945,000. A new coagulating 
basin and an additional clear water basin 
were this year built and put in service. We 
increased the filtering capacity with eight 
horizontal high pressure filters, increasing 
the clear water supply by 4,000,000 gallons 
daily. A new brick building was erected 
over these filters. We laid 92 miles of water 
pipe during 1908, 19 miles of which was 
fire pressure. We also laid a 36-inch dupli- 
cate main from the Chattahoochee river to 


the reservoir. 


Pleased With Auditorium-Armory. 


In 1907 we appropriated §76,000 for a new 
auditorium-armory and in 1906 an additional 
$25,000 was appropriated for that building. 
It is now almost ready for occupancy and 
in my opinion ft is the best public improve- 
ment that has been made in Atlanta for 
years. It was built to @ considerable extent 
through fhe cooperation of @ number of 
public-spirited citizens who came forward 
when they were needed and engineered the 
movement. There are so many of them that 
I do not insert their names here. You know 
who they are and I now wish to publicly 
thank them on behaif of the city for their 
work. 

During the two years we have given away 
$162,000 for charitable purposes. This in- 
cludes all branches of the charity work. 
During 1908, largely at my request, we 
withheld municipal support for all institu- 
tions bearing creedal or denominational 
names. I think this wae @ wise move on 
the part of the city. If one church is en- 
titled to money from the general tax fun¢ 
all churches are and each society in ever; 
church ts entitled to its share. If these 
appropriations were made fairly they woul¢ 
be very burdensome upon the city govern- 

The logical and equitapie way to treat 
is to witlhold appropriations from 
all.

Free Work Done by Convicta. 


In my inaugural address I took the poal- 7 
tion that the city was not receiving its pro 
rata share of the county convict labor. We 
have done something along this line during 
the two years, but not enough. 

[ am pleased to say that as a result of our 
endeavors the county commissioners have, 
during my administration, done a great deal 
of work on the new réservoir site in the 
waterworks department, which I have already 
mentioned. In addition they have. paved 
Peachtree street with bitulithic raving from 
Sixth to Fifteenth streets and they have 
paved with bitulithic paving Lee street tn 
West End. Both of these important pleces 
of work were done absolutely without cost 
to the city. 

Mr. E. C. Peters, formerly a member of 
your honorable body, recently made a very 
valuable suggestion regarding this matter. 
He recommends that the mayor and the chair- 
man of the general council's finance com- 
mittee be ex-officio members of the board 
of county commissioners. If you will have 
the legislature pass the necessary laws to 
make this effective, the question of county 
convict work in the city will be settled. 

From time to time I have addressed com- 
munications to your honorable body regarding 
the question of cruelty to animale in At- 
lanta, but there is much that remains to be 
done along this line. The most feasitjle 
scheme if seems to me is to employ a hu- 
mane officer, give him police power and let 
him operate under the direction of the At- 
lanta Humane Soctety. 

In 1907 I recommended that the city and 
county join in erecting a magnificent, bulld- 
ing to be used as a city hall and county? 
court house. The work progréssed to the ex- 
tent of having plans drawn fot the building, 
and a number of conferences were held be- 
tween the city and county officers. Because 
of the lack of funds nothing was done with 
my suggestion at that time, but recently 
agitation has been started with the view to 
securing such a building. I trust that you 
will give this matter your earnest considera- 
tion, as I am very sure {ft is the most + 
feasible plan for the city at present. 

Pension for Faithful Workers. 


During my term as mayor I have been 
urging the general council) to create a pen- 
sion fund for the fafthful men who wear. 
out their lives in the service of the city ag 
policemen and firemen. A committee has 
been at work on this matter during the lat- 
ter part of 1008 and some progress is being 
made. I trust you will hold that committee 
together and adopt the necessary ordinance 
to inaugurate this beneficient system. At- 
lanta is one of the very few of the larger 
cities that does not, maintain a pension fund 
and, if we are o keep abreast of city 
governments along al! lines, we must pre- 
pare for this fund. I have had an ad- 
mirable committee at work. I trust it will 
be retained. 

From time to time I have urged you to 
construct public comfort buildings in the 
city. This is a matter of great importance 
and you should not allow it to be killed by, 
inattention. A committee was appointed last. 
year to investigate this subject and gather- 
ed a great deal information. 4 
hope you will this year build at least one 
public comfort. building jn Atlanta in the 
neighborhod of the Whitdhall street viaduct,

“The appropriation to Joyner park 
was entirely for purchase of the prop- 
efty, except $779.01, which was devoted 
to improvements. For the items of ex- 
penditures on these vafious ‘properties 
you are referred to a statement in de- 
tail, which is attached hereto. That 
Statement advises you that our appro- 
priations have not been exceeded, and 
that no unsatisfied obligations, beyond 
the sum turned back to the aity, have 
been created. It was impossible to 
properly care for the properties com- 
mitted to our care with the funds pro- 
vided, but it has been our purpose to 
comply with the requirements of ‘the 
city charterinthis regard. Our disburse- 
ments have been carefully made, and as 
far as possible we have endeavored to 
expend our limited funds on work which 
would be permanent.

“Grant park contains 144 acres, natu- 
rally attractive, but ‘the undulating 
character of the land prevents the main- 
tenance of smooth driveways without a 
pavement of some character that will 
withstand the heavy rainfalls that occur 
so frequently. As now constructed, these 
driveways require, to some extent, re- 
pairs after every rainfall of conse- 
quence. ‘The same thing is true to a 
modified extent of the walks in Grant 
park. 


Piedmont Park. 


“This property contains 185 acres, of 
which approximately 100 acres lie with- 
in the inclosure erected iby the Piedmont 
Exposition Company, while some 8:6 
acres are without that inclosure and ha8s 
been, entirely neglected. 

‘The entire appropriation to Piedmont 
park for the year 1908 was $4,000, a 
large part of which was expended in 
preserving the property. 

“We fully appreciate the demands upon 
your resources and realize how neces- 
sary it is that due regard be had for all 
departments, but respectfully submit 
that our parks are worthy of greater 
consideration when apportionment sheets 
are made than has been shown them in 
the past. 


Piedmont Park. 


‘In April last, after due notice, the 
machinery building was sold for $2,900 
and the money promptly paid over to the 
city. It had been understood that this 
money would be appropriated to Pied- 
mont park, but your finance committee 
allotted it elsewhere. No other buildings 
or structures, except the grandstand and 
bleachers at the old baseball grounds 
and the fence on Piedmont avenue have 
ipeen in any way molested. The grand- 
stand and bleachers were removed b@- 
cause they were so decayed as to be 
dangerous to life and limb. The fence 
was removed for the reason that it was 
unsightly and had been patched and 
propped to keep it in place until these 
remedies were ineffective. Your board 
hoped ‘to have a sufficient fund on hand 
to replace it with a neat wire fence, but 
were disappointed. 

‘We believe tnis should be done by our 
successors. 

“The fencing on the north, east and 
scuth sides of the grounds is dilapi- 
dated, entirely gone in runterous places, 
and will have to be renewed if it is in- 
tended to keep the incbosure thus 
protected. The structures remaining 
are the administration, forming the en- 
trance at Fourteenth street; the fire, 
Georgia, agriculwural, codiseum and gov- 
ernment ‘buildings. All of these, if they 
are to be preserved, require now ex- 
tensive and expensive repairs and paint- 
ing. If iedmont ts to be a pleasure 
and recreation resort, the administra- 
tion, fire and agricultural buildings 
should be sold and removed. The Geor- 
gia building ts suitably located and of 
ample dimensions for public comfort 
purposes. The coliseum should be re- 
paired amd retained for horse shows, 
poultry shows and uses of that charac- 
ter. The government Dbuilding tis the 
most extemsive and substantial on the 
grounds and when adequately repaired 
would be most eligible for the estaib- 
lishment of a permanent exhibit of the 
matural ‘resounces and the menufac- 
tured products of our state. 

“An exihibition of this character could 
be installed at reasonable cost, would 
‘be a constant attraction to many people 
and manufacturers would doubtless pay 
a sufficient sum for the privilege of ex- 
hibiting their products to make the un- 
dertaking self-sustaining and perhaps 
yield a revenue to the city. 


Piedmont Park Lake. 


“By direction of your honorable body, 
this lake was drained off and is now 
awaiting improvement for other pur- 
poses. This action was taken for the 
reason that it was purely artificial, 
costing gthe city several thousands of 
dollars’ yearly to pump an adequate 
supply of water into it, and that be- 
cause of the limited supply of water, 
disease and myriads of mosquitoes were 
bred by_ it.

PSYCHIC HI HEALING 


Dr. Len G. Broughton Reads 
Interesting Paper at Min- 
isters’ Meeting, 


A paper by Dr. Len G. Broughton be- 
fore the Baptist ministers’ weekly meet- 
ing yesterday morning was the feature 
of the gathering and created quite a 
sensation. It had to do with the 
“Emmanuel movement,” a movement re- 
cently introduced by the Bmmanuel 
church of Boston, though it ig nothing 
new, as Dr. Broughton declared. 

While the speaker roundly criticised 
the Christian Science doctrine or move- 
ment, repudiating all faith tn the theo- 
ries of that school, he asserted that 
miracles by the old church were brought 
about by applying the principles ot 
psychic healifg. This, he declared, was 
in perfect accord with religion, and the 
most recent discoveries in the scientific 
world. To bring the matter home, the 
speaker brought up most interestingly 
the incident of Mme. Louise, the French 
woman, who had made a most compre- 
hensive study of the suffering of Christ 
on the cross. 

He asserted that she became so en- 
grossed in her research that a trance 
followed in which the influence of her 
subconscious mind, as he put it, was so 
strong that flood issued from five points 
of the body where the wounds upon 
Christ had been made. Dr. Broughton 
declared that that incident had been 80 
well tested by scientific persons that it 
could not well be doubted. 

He spoke of the changes in the blood 
produced by strong emotions, such as 
jealousy and hatred, and applied ~ the 
principles of psychic healing to the 
changes thus brought about in the blood, 
He declared himself as being emphati- 
cally in favor of introducing these influ- 
ences into the church work as powerful 
agente for the healing of ‘‘sin-sick 
souls,’’ as well as for the treatment of 
Sick ibodies. He asserted that the church 
should always be open for the reception 
of those sick in mind, soul or body, say- 
ing that such cases as came under the 
sphere of regular physicians should be 
turned over to the right course of treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Broughton then advised his hear- 
ers as to the best books wieh which he 
was acquainted on psychology, and an- 
nounced that he would lecture on the 
Same lines next Sunday evening.

Is Georgia reverting to local option by indirection? 
| Conditions, which. have arisen under the so-called state-wide + probbition 
law, point to that ‘conelusion . 

“It the officials; grand juries and courts of a county do. not enforce the 
prohibition. law, and {f the governor concludes that he cannot eppropriately 
take action until such officials notify him of their inability to enforce it and 
ask for state aid, and if such officials, in obedience to apparent public senti- 
ment in the county, fail or refuse to act or to ‘seek such assistance, does 


- 


‘| not the situation resolve itself into a local option proposition? 


There is, apparently, no other possible inference which can be drawn 
from the premises. : | 

Well-known prohibition leaders declare the state law is being openly 
violated in Savannah, and urge official action against the violators” 

Mrs Mary Harris Armor declared in Savannah, that Chatham county, 
because of the gale of intoxicants there, is “in a state of anarchy.” 

These and other statements, made with reference to conditions in Chat- 
ham, brought forth the report from Rome, the home of Mr. Wright, who 
had personally urged the governor to drastic action, that Governor Smith had 
determined to warn the people of Chatham county that they must obey the 
prohibition statute or, in the event of refusal, the county would be placed 
under martial law. 

In characterizing the report. as unfounded, Governor Smith used the fol- 
lowing language: 

I have made no such decision. I have no official information that the law 
is being violated in Savannah. I cannot believe the good people of any county 
in Georgia would countenance the open violation of a law of the state. I 


cannot believe that the officials of any county would permit an open violation 
of the prohibition law or of any other law of the state. 


Since information regarding the alleged conditions in Savannah has un- 
doubtedly been conveyed to Governor Smith by private citizens, it ts evident 
that his reference in the foregoing is to notice from official sources or, in 
other words, to the fact that officials charged with such duty have not yet 
notified him that violations of the law exist, that they are powerless to stop 
them and that they are in need of state assistance to that end. 

It has been the almost unbroken practice of states not to interfere 


with the execution of the law in any community until it becomes evident 


that the situation is beyond the control of the local authorities; and even 
then state interference has come, with small exception, only upon request 
of some official or officials charged with such execution. Such is true in 
the cases of riots, attempted lynchings and other illegal outbreaks wherein 
the occasional assistance of the state militia is needed. 

Notable among exceptions will be recalled, without desire for repetition, 
the invasion of Charleston, &, C., by Governor Tillman’s state constabulary 
in the attempted enforcement of the dispensary law of that state. 

In the absence of such official request, it is presumed that the local 
authorities are performing their regular functions, and that law is being 
upheld. ; 

Governor Smith, therefore, takes the natural view of the situation, based 
upon long-established precedent, even upon law itself. 

For, it is a serious thing for a state to override the grand juries, courts 
and all the constituted authorities of a county and to place the community 
under martial law; it is a power which the law, very appropriately, care- 
fully guards and sets about with precedent conditions. 

It may be concluded, then, as interpreted by Governor Smith, that the 
state will act only when the constituted authorities of the county notify 
the governor that there exist violations of law, which they are powerless 
to suppress. 

But, presuming that there are certain violations of law, notably the sale, 
openly or under cover, of intoxicants, which the majority of the people 
in a county do not, want suppressed, and that the constituted authorities; in 
obedience to that apparent public desire, ignore them, it becomes at once 
manifest that such law may be violated in any county in the state wherein 
the majority of public opinion sanctions such violation. 

In effect, therefore, despite the state-wide prohibition law, we get back 
to practical local option, very much on the order of that for which the pro- 
hibition state of Maine has now become notorious. 

It is a matter ot accepted and common report that intoxicants may be 
openly procured in many counties in Maine, and this comes about, indirectly, 
through the sanction of the people, given at the ballot box. 
easy.

Assuming that conditions in Chatham county have not been misrepre- 
sented, is not this the beginning of the Maine plan in Georgia? 

Plainly, this is no more and no less than the local option method, local 
option without the law for it, it is true, but, in practical effect, unchanged 
and identical. 

‘Local option by indirection is local option still. 

It ds difficult to conceive wherein the new method of attaining an end 
has any advantage over the tried and tested local option law. On the other 
hand, it has many disadvantages.

.. Of his latest annual message, which some members believe re- 


times errs on the side of candor, a fault the American people are likely to 
find comparatively venial. 
The entire controversy revolved around what the president believed to 


have been the circumscription of the usefulness of the secret service rd 
unfair means and with superfluous harshness. 

The house appropriations committee, at the recent session, secured the 
enactment of legislation limiting the scope of secret service officials to 
the simple detection of counterfeiting, and rendering it difficult or impossible 
for the trained sleuths of the government to serve under any other depart- 
mental branch. 

Formerly, it had been the custom of the treasury department to “iend,” 
or “transfer,” its detective-experts to other departments. Such’ practices 
were responsible for the detection and punishment of great land frauds, 
the ferreting of scandals in various governmental branches, the crushing 
of lotteries, the bringing to justice of defaulting bank officers and other 
multifarious vindications of justice. 

Apparently, members of the appropriations committee believed the activ- 
ities of the secret service were assuming a pernicious political or personal 
nature. At any rate, the circumscribing provision was passed over the 
protest of Preaigent Roosevelt and Secretary Cortelyou, under whose juris- 
diction the secret service operates. 

In his annual message of last December, the president intimated that 
the chief argument employed in passing the amendment was that members 
themselves did not themselves care to be “shadowed” by government sleuths. 
Therefore, the protesting ‘inquiry. 

In his message, published today, the president cites the Congressional 
Record to prove that such arguments were used in committee, and he cites 
names of members thus expressing themselves, notably Messrs. Tawney 
and Smith. He declares, also, that such expressions had been made to him 
personally by various members, and appends a newspaper article, written 
by the former private secretary of Speaker Cannon, in which the secret 
service is scathingly arraigned, as tending toward “Foucheism.” 

The president admits the dangers of a perversion of the power of the 
secret service, but warmly defends its past performances in the detection 
of crime, and ‘cites Secretary Cortelyou to the effect that the legislation re- 
cently passed places the government at a grievous disadvantage in the 
elimination of lawlessness. He also directly disclaims any intention to

city, that Francis J. Heney must be called from the Pacific coast to fight the 
public’s legal battle.

Editor Constitution: I am “yielding 
to the teniptation to test the sincerity 
of the enthusiasm with which your edi- 
torial of today, “As to the Solid South,” 
cel@brates the advent of free political 
speech in this section. 

I read it, together with excerpts from 
the Macon Telegraph, while on the 
train.

It ' fatigues the patience and plagues 
the’ forbearance of the sotherner of 
average business intelligence and pat- 
triotism. to endure the childish appeals 
to Bourbonism by which the southern 
press perpetuates a Chinese wall about 
this section, attempts to coerce it into 
being ruled by the vendettas o%a gone 
era and robs it of some of the most 
important victories of the civil war. 

Wmphatte language, but you will 
shortly see my provocation for tndulg- 
ing therein. 

I am the son of a confederate veter- 
an and I have voted the democratic 
ticket all my life. But I cannot, in 
silence, see the country of my fathers, 
the richest inheritance on the face of 
the globe, shackled and hamstrung 
icommerctally and politically by the 
ghosts of the past. 

Graveyard politics is today the Dane 
of the south, its greatest and mast ag- 
@ressive enemy, and the exasperating 
phase is that it masquerades under the 
sacred and immune garb of patriotism.

You can never persuade me, 
other ordinarily observant man, that 
political freedom in the south remotely 
approximates the measure Outlined in 
the foregoing paragraphs. 

From the beginning to the end of the 
presidential campaign, we never see 
in this section the candidate of either 
of the major parties. We “go it blind.” 

In ninety-nine out of a hundred cases, 
we cast our ballots for a ticket that 
has been handed down to him ready- 
made. Whether or nct it gibes with 
our convictions, is simply a matter of 
“heads and tails.” 

What sort of restriction of suffrage 
and individual independence is this, to 
be tolerated in the twentieth century? 

Is it not the plainest gagging of both 
younger and older generation, an ab- 
solute and final interdiction on the ex- 
ercise of those honest convictions 
which are the primary requisite of lib- 
erty and progress? 

I believe, with you, that the funda- 
mental tenets of demorracy are suffi- 
cient to meet the problems of today. 

What I protest against was the old 
implication, too platu to be mistaken, 
that the southerner who DID NOT BIE- 
LIEVE'THAT WAY, was either wholly 
estopped from expressing his honest 
convictions, or of doing so at a price 
which the man of self-respect hesitated 
to pay. 

But, thank God, that day has gone! 

I believe with you that ‘negro dom!i- 
nation’ is a phantom. I will even go 
farther, and assert it to be a fetich 
deliberafely summoned by selfish poli- 
ticlans or conjured by newspapers who 
do their thinking »S%y temperature, in- 
stead of logic. The north is now inti- 
mately and vividly familiar with the 
undying’ resolution of the south to 
maintain white supremacy, and {t {fs an 
insult to the penetration of our people 
to declare otherwise. 

Under the present system, a!) we 
gained from the civil war is the right 


| of local self-government, and the south 


is at this moment very little more 
potent in the counsels of the nation 
than during the era its representatives 
were absent from the halls of congress. 

These undesirable and _e stultifying 
conditions are the outgrowth of an iIn- 
tolerance whitch is now fast disappear- 
ing. Once justified. there is not today 
a lingering remnant’ of a reason for 


its continuance.

After a special committee had reoom- 
ended abolishing annual fairs at 

dmont Park, and after council had 

lapted the recommendations, the whole 
atter was sent over to the counci] of 

909 by two councilmen Ziving notice 
f a reconsideration. 

The special committee appointed to 
ettle the Piedmont Park controversy, 
regard to tearing down some of the 

id fair buildings and to make a re- 
sort On the advisability of holding any 
uore fairs at the park, made a report 
o the council, in which the following’ 
recommendations were made. 

First, that no more annua! fairs be 
held at Piedmont Park: second, that 
all the old buildings be removed ex- 
cept the Coliseum, the United States 
government building and the Georgia 
State building. 

It was the idea of the committee to 
leave it to the park commission what 
use should be made of the three builld- 
imas that will remain. It was believed 
that the Georeta building could be 
used for a public comfort, the United 
States bullding for a large pavilion and 
public hall and the Coliseum for the 


holding of horse shows and public gath- 
erings. ' 


Committee’s Report. 


The report of the committee was as fol- 
lows: 


To the Mayor and Genera) Council of the 
City of Atlanta. Gentlemen: We, 
mittee appointed to consider tne question of 
whether or not fairs should be continued at 
Piedmont park or whether the park should 
be used only for recreation and park pur- 
poses, beg leave to submit the following re- 
port: 

We held an open public meeting, at which 
a large number of the citizens of Atlanta 
Were present and a full and free expression 
was heard from many of them. From many 
who spoke there was a strong demand that 
the fairs be discontinued and that the 
grounds be used solely for park purposes. 
From those who have been in the past in- 
terested in fairs there appeared indifference 
on their part in holding the faitra. 

After going carefully into the matter. the 
committee begs to recommend that Piedmont 
park be no longer used for fair purposes: 
that the policy of @he city respecting Pted- 
mont park be that it shall be used exclusive- 
ly for park and recreation purposes. We 
recommend that the Coliseum building, the 
government building and the Georgia build- 
ing be preserved and maintained for holding 
horse shows, trades displays and such like 
shows in the future, and that 
building be converted into 
building. We recommend that the fire bulld- 
ing, the agricultura] building, the administra- 
tion building and the grand stand be ad- 
vertised and sold under the direction of the 
park board at public outcry.

DEALERS IN NEAR BEER | 
MAY FACE PROSECUTION 


Indications point to the fact thet un- 
less the near beer dealers in Atlanta 
come up pretty promptly with the $200 
tax, prosecutions will be instituted 
against them ‘under the law which 
makes failure or refusal to pay a mis- 
demeanor. 

Governor Hoke Smith, who has an- 
nounced his determination to collect 
this tax, was in conference yesterday 
with Solicitor Lowry Arnold, of the At- 
lanta criminal court, and while no state- 
ment was made regarding the confer- 
ence, it is understood that it had to do 
with the question of these prosecutions 
in the event the dealers fall to pay. 

The dealers are holding back, it is 
said, on the ground that they want 
their rights more clearly defined. They 
say they do not want to be taxed and 
then prosecuted in a criminal court for 
selling an article which they have paid 
a tax to sell. They also want to 
Obligate the s@ate to return their mon- 
ey in the event the law should ever be 
declared unconstitutional. 

Pay Tax or Quit Business. 


The state’s position is that the ques- 
tions raised by the near beer dealers 
have been adjudicated by the state su- 
preme court, in its recent decision, and 
that there is nothing left for them to 
do but to pay the tax or go out of 
business. And if they don’t do one or 
the other, they must submit to prose- 
cution for misdemeanor under the law.

After this is disposed of it is reported 
that Governor Smith will take hold 
the situation in Savannah. But on that 
subject the governor is silent. When ask- 
ed about it he replied that he had noth- 
ing further to say. 

The state now has on hand ap- 
proximately $65,000 collected from the 
tax on near beer. The state treasurer 
received $8,200 on this account from 
Muscogee county yesterday, and an 
additional $1,000 from Floyd. 

The belief is expressed that the total 
near beer fund this year will reach ap- 
proximately $150,000.

State Drug Inspector T. A. Cheatham, 
who was appointed on October & for 
the enforcement of those features of 
the pure food and drugs act regulating 
the sale of drugs, and also to look after 
the enforcement of other state laws re- 
lating to the sale of drugs, mede his 
first report yesterday to Commissioner 
of Agriculture T. G. Hudson. 

Since his appointment, Inspector 
Cheatham has covered about one-third 
of the state, all in the southern por- 
tton. He has visited almost every 
county south of Macon, including Bibb, 
Brumswick being the only important 
city in that section not yet visited. 

Inspector Cheatham visited 349 drug 
stores, in which he found 361] licensed 
druggiste.s. Eleven druggists without 
licenses were required to procure them 
at once, and fifty-one who had not reg- 
istered with the ordinaries were re- 
quired to comply with that law. There 
were eighty-three druggists who were 
required to comply with the law with 
reference to keeping poison registers. 
Fight wholesale and nine retail grocers 
and twenty-five general dealers who 
were fonnd to be selling drugs ille- 
galty were notified to cease these vio- 
lations of the law, which they did.

The president's specific references to 
certaln speeches by Messrs. Tawney, 
‘Minnesota; Smith, Iowa; Sherley, Ken- 
tucky, and Fitzgerald, New York, when 
the provisions for the restriction of the 
operations of the secret service was up 
for discussion, and also to Mr. Busbey, 
the speaker’s private secretary, created 
a storm of laughter. The speaker sev-~- 
eral times vigorously rapped for order, 

In commenting on the president’s refs 
erence to him in the message, Mr. Bus- 
bey sald: 

“I am an employee of the house o* 
representatives. It would not be appro. 
priate for me, in any way, to make any 
comment on the matter now before the 
jhouse. {[ will say, however, that the 
article quoted from The Chicago Inter- 
Ocean in the president’s message was 
prepared in the regular course of work, 
as.a newspaper correspondent, when I 
was the representative of The Inter- 
,Ocean. I doubt if a dozen members of 
congress ever saw the article or heard | 
of it until today.’’ 

As the reading of the message proceed- 
ed, many of the embers chuckled, 
others laughed outright, while some were 
prone to joke with their neighbors, 

When the reading had been concluded, 
Mr. Perkins, of New York, chairman of 
the special committee which originally 
considered the matter, moved that the 
message be referred to that committee. 

“Is an amendment in- order to that 
motion?’ inquired Mr. Griggs, of Geor- 
gia, in a deliberate voice. 

“It is,’’ replied the speaker, 

‘Then,’ said Mr. Griggs, “I move that 
this message be returned to the, presi- 
dent.”’ | 

“Oh, no; oh, no,” shouted several of 
Mr. Griggs’ democratic colleagues. 

Mr. Perkins f*nsisted that the message | 
should go to the special committee, and 
in the meantime Mr. Griggs withdrew 
his motion, saying he took that action at 
the request of his party leaders. 

The message was rcferred. 

No Attack on Congress. 


The message cites the resolution of in- 
quiry and declares that an interpreta- 
tion of his words as meaning that “the 
majority of the congressmen are in fear 
of being investigated by secret service 
men,” and that ‘‘congress, as a whole, 
was actuated by that motive in enacting 
the provision in question,”’ are not in 
accordarce with the facts. 

The president’s rejoinder consists 
mainly in citations from the offending 
message, to disprove any intention to in- 
dict the integrity of congress, adducng 
evidence to establish that members of 
the appropriations committee and other 
congressmen had indulged in language, 
which, legitimately, gave rise to a bde- 
lief that they thought the civil service 
had been unduly meddling with con- 
yress, denying flatly statements of Com- 
mitteeman Tawney, exhibiting the pri- 
vate secretary of Speaker Cannon in an 
attack upon the secret service, com- 
mending warmly the work of the latter, 
and declaring that the retenti6n of the 
offending provision ~would be of service 
only to criminals. 


Did Not Attack Congress. 


The president declares that “I have 
never made any such statement about 
congress as a whole, nor, with a few in- 
evitable exceptions, about the members 
of congress, In any message Or article Or 
speech. On the contrary, I have always 
not only deprecated, but vigorously re- 
sented, the practice of indiscriminate at- 
tack upon congress, and indiscriminate 
condemnation of all congressmen, wise 
and unwise, fit and unfit, good and bad 
altke."’ 

Mr. Roosevelt depends chiefly on re- 
ports of the sessions of the committee 
on appropriations, where the advisabil- 
ity of limiting the scope of secret ser- 
vice was debated, for justification, sup- 
plementing it with a special newspaper 
article from L. W. Busbey, then pri- 
vate secretary to Speaker Cannon, ar 
raigning the secret service. 

From Congressional Record.

Mr. Fitzgerald followed in the 
same vein, and by far the largest part 
of the argument against the employ- 
ment of the secret service was confined 
to the statement that it was in ‘viola- 
tion of law.’ Of course such a state- 
ment is not in any way an argument 
in favor of the justice of the provision. 
It is not an argument for the provision 
at all. It is simply a statement of 
what the gentlemen making it conceive 
to have been the law: There was both 
by implication and direct statement the 
assertion that it was the law, and ought 
to be the law, that ine secret service 
should only be used to suppress coun- 
terfeiting; and that the law should be 
made more rigid than ever in this re- 
spect.

“Incidentally, I may say that, in my 
judgment, there is ample legal authority 
for the statement that this appropria- 
tion law to which reférence was. made 
imposes no restrictions whatever upon 
the use of the secret service men, but 
relates solely to the expenditure of the 
money appropriated, Mr. Tawney, in 
the debate, stated that he fad in his 
possession ‘a letter from the secretary 
-of the treasury, received a few days ago, 
in which the secretary of the treasury 
‘himself admits that, the provisions un- 
der which the appropriation has been 
made, have been viot&ited year after year 
for a number of yeats in his own de- 
partment.’

It contains, on the 
contrary, as you will see by reading it, 
an ‘emphatic protest against any such 
abridgment of the rights delegated to 
the secretary of the treasury by exist- 
ing law,’ and concludes by asserting 
that he ‘is quite within his rights in 
thus employingithe service of these 
agents’ and that the proposed modifica- 
tion which Mr. Tawney succeeded in car- 
rying through would be ‘distinctly to 
the advantage of violators of criminal 
statutes of the United States.” I call 
attention to the fact that in this letter 
of Mr. Cortelyou to Mr. Tawney, as in 
my letter to the speaker quoted below, 
the explicit stat@ment is made that the 
proposed change will be for the benent 
of the criminals, a statement which 1 
simply reiterated in public form in my 
message to the congress this year, and 
which is also contained in effect in the 
report of the secretary of the treas- 
ury to the congress,

His speech puts 
most weight on the investigation of 
members of congress. 


Jolt for Cannon’s Secretary. 


‘What appears in the Record is filled, 
out and explained by an article which 
appeared in the Chicago Inter-Ocean' of 
January 3, 1904. under a Washington 
headline, and which marked the begin- 
ning of this agitation against the se- 
cret service. It was a special article of 
about 3,000 words, written, as I was then 
informed, and now understand, by Ar. 
L. W. Busbey, at that time private sec- 
retary to the speaker of the house. 1 
inclose a capy of certain extracts from 
the article, marked Appendix B. It 
contained an utterly unwarranted at- 
tack on the secret service division of 
the treasury department and its chief. 
The opening paragraph includes, for in- 
stance, statements like the following: 

‘He (the chief of the division) and his 
men are desirous of doing the — secret 
detective work for the whole govern- 
ment, and are not -particular about 
drawing the line between the lawmak- 
ers and the lawbreakers. They are 
ready to shadow the former as well as 
the latter.’ 

“Then, after saying that congress will 
insist that the men shall only be used 
to stop counterfeiting ,the article goes 
on: 

“Congress does not intend to have a 
Fouche or any. other kind of minister of 
police to be used ‘by ‘the executive de- 
partments against the legislative branch 
of the government. It has been so used, 
and it is suspected that it has been 80

service men were shadowing congress- 
men there was a storm of indignation 
at the capitol and the bureau came near 
being ajbolished and the appropriation 
for the suppression of counterfeiting cut 
off. * * * At another time.the chief of 
the secret service had his men shadow 
congressmen with a view to involving 
them in scandals that would enable. the 
bureau to dictate to them as the price 
of silence. * * * The secret service men 
have shown an inclination again to 
shadow members of congress, knowing 
them to be lawmakers, and this is no 
joke. Several of the departments have 
asked congress for secret funds for in- 
vestigation, and the treasury depart- 
ment wants the limitation removed 
from the ampropriation for suppressing 
counterfeiting, This shows a tendency 
toward Foucheism and a secret watch 
on other officials than themselves.’ 


Western and Trust Frauds. 


“At the time of this publication the 
work of the secret service, which was 
thus assailed, included especially the 
investigation of great land frauds in 
the west, and the securing of evidence 
to help the department of. justice in 
the beef trust investigations at Cnhi- 
cago, which resulted in successful 
prosecutions, 

“In view. of Mr. Busbey’s position, I 
have accepted the above quoted state- 
ments as fairly expressing the real 
meaning and animus of the attacks 
made in general terms on the use Of 
the secret service for the punishment 
of criminals. Furthermore, in the per- 
formance of my duty, to endeavor to 
find thé feelings of congressmen on 
public questions of note, I. have fre- 
quently discussed this particular mat- 
ter with members of congress; @nd on 
such occasions the reasons allegei to 
me for the hostility of congress to the 
secret service, both by those who did 
and by those who did not ‘share this 
hostility, were almost invariably the 
same as those set forth in Mr. Busbey’s 
article. I may add, by the way, that 
these allegations as to tha secret serv- 
ice are wholly without foundation in 
' fact. 

House Favors Criminals. 


“But all of this is of insignificant 
importance compared with .the main, 
the real issue. This issue is simply, 
Does congress desire that the govern- 
ment shall have at its disposal the 
most efiicient instrument for the detec- 
,tion of criminals and the prevention 
and punishment of crime, or does it 
not? The ¢ction of the house last May 
was emphatically an action against the 
interest of justice and against the in- 
terest of law-abiding people, and in its 
effect of benefit only to lawbreakers. 
‘lt am not now dealing with motives; 
| whatever may have been the motive 
;that induced the action of which I 
| Speak, this was beyond all question the 
\effect of that action. Is the house now 
|willing to remedy the wrong? 

“For a long time I contented myself 
'with endeavoring to persuade the house 
lmot to ipo the wrong, speakine in- 
formally on the subject with those 
| members who, I believed, knew any- 
| thing of the matter, and communicat- 
ing officially only in the erdinary chan- 
inels, as through the secretary 
| treasury. In a letter to the speaker 
(on April 30, protesting against the cut- 
ting down of the appropriation vitally 
necessary if the’ interstate commerce 
commission was to carry into effect the 
twentieth section of the Hepburn law, 
I added: ‘The provision about the em- 
ployment ‘of the secret service men 
will work very great damage to the 
government in its endeavor to prevent 
and punish crime. There is no more 
foolish outcry than ‘this against 
“spies:” only criminals need fear our 
detectives.’ (I inclose copy of the 
; whole letter, marked ‘Appendix C.' 
The postscript is blurred In my copy- 
book, and two or three of the words 
cannot be deciphered.) These . methods 
proved unavailing to prevent the 
wrong. Messrs. Tawney and Smith. 
and their fellow members on the _  ap- 
propriations committee paid no heed 
to the protests: and as the obnoxious 
provision was incorporated in the sun- 
dry civil bill, it was impossible for me 
to consider or discuss it on its merits, 
as I should have done had it been_in 
a separate bill. Therefore I have now 
taken the only method available, that 
of discussing it in my message to con- 
gress; and as all efforts to secure what 
I regard as proper treatment of the 
subject without recourse to  plain- 
speaking had failed, I have spoken 
plainly and directly, and have set 
forth the facts in explicit terms.” 


Work of Secret Service. 


President Roosevelt reviews the work 
of the secret g6ervice since i90!,° in 
governmental work other than the de- 
tection of counterfeiting. to. which tne 
congressional division seeks now to 
confine its activities. He cites cases 
of land frauds and other ‘federal of- 
fenses in California and Nebraska, and 
says: 


A Senator and a Representative. 


“But in Oregon, where an enormous 
acreage of fraudulently alienated public 
land was recovered for the government, 
a United States senator, Mr. Mitchell, 
and a member of the lower house, Mr. 
Williamson, were convicted on evidence 
obtained by men transferred from the 
secret service, and another member of 
congress was indicted.” 


Extensive Civil Service Work. 


He. also cites naturalization frauds, 
the Greene-Gaynor case, peonage inves- 
tigations, beef-trust case, cotton-leak 
scandal, destruction of the Louisiana 
State Lottery, exposure of government 
printing ink swindles and other accom- 
plishments of the civil service, dupli- 
cates of which would be impossible, or 
beta difficult, under the present 
aw, 

Dangers of Secret Service. 


Speaking of the effect of the present 
law, as well as potential dangers in the 
civil service, Mr. Roosevelt says: 

“The obnoxious provision is of benefit 
only to the criminal class, and can be 
of benefit only to the criminal class. 


‘Tf it had been embodied in the law at 


the time when I became president, all 
the prosecutions above mentioned, and 
many others of the same general type, 
would either not have been undertaken 
or would have been undertaken with the 
government at a great disadvantage; 
and many, and probably most, of the 
chief offenders would have gone scot- 
free instead of being punished for their 
crimes. 

“Such a body as the secret service, 
such @ body of trained investigating 
agents, occupying a permanent position 
in the government service, and separate 
from local investigating forces fn dif- 


ferent department an absolute neces- 
sity if the. be is to be done 
against criminals. It by far the 


most efficient instrument possfble to use 
against crime. Of course the more ef- 
ficient an instrument is, the more dan- 
gerous it is if misused. To the argu- 
ment that a force like this can be mis- 
used it is only necessary to answer 
that the condition of its usefulness if 
handled properly is that it shall 
be so efficient as to be danger- 
ous if handled improperly. Any instance 
of abuse by the secret service or other 
investigating force in the departments 
should be unsparingly punished: and 
congress should hold itself ready at any 
and all times to investigate the execu- 
tive departments whenever there is rea- 
son to believe that any such instance 
of abuse has occurred. I wish to em- 
phasize my more than‘ cordial acquies- 
cente in the view that this is not only 
the right of congress, but emphatically 
its duty.. To use the secret service in 
the investiagtion of purely private or 
political matters would be a gross abuse. 
But there has been no single instance 
of such abuse during my term as presi- 
dent. 

‘In conclusion, I most earnestly ask, 
in the name of good government and 
decent administration, In the name of 
honesty and for the purpose of bringing 
to justice violators of the federal laws 
wherever they may be found, whether in 
public or private life, that the action 
taken by the house last year be re- 
versed.”’

The most important matter, outside 
of the applications for reinstatement, 
that came up before the commission to- 
dav was the setting back of the date 
when major league clubs are allowed to 
purchase players. Heretofore they 
could not purchase players before Feb- 
ruary |, but this limit was set forward 
two months until December |.

Tannehill ang Kelley, all of the Wash- 
ington club of the American League, 
came up, and they were granted rein- 
statement, but were fined $200. How- 
ever, $150 of each sentence was SUS- 
pended. 

Herrmann Reelected. 
August Herrmann was reelected 
chairman of the commission, and John 
E. Brice was reelected secretary. 

In his annual] report, President Herr- 
mann showed that 124 findings had 
been promulgated during the past year. 
This was an increase of 33 per cent 
over the work of last year. There are 
four cases still pending before the com- 
mission, and these may be settled to- 
morrow. 

President Joseph O’Brien, of the 
American Association, announced this 
afternoon that he had signed Umpire 
Owens, of Kansas, to officiate during 
the coming season at American Asso- 
ciation games. 

Owens umpired about fifteen games 
of the National League last season, anil 
his work was considered highly satis- 
factory. He originally came from the 
American Association, ang there was 
no idea that he would not officiate at 
National League games the coming sea- 
son.

Chicago, . January 4.—Omicial predic- 
tion of a cold wave for a large part of 
the winter wheat belt caused strength 
in the wheat market here today, clos- 
ing quotations showing net gains of 
36 to i-2.

Aside from the weather bureau fore- 
cast the wheat market lacked any news 
of sufficient importance to inspire any 
great amount of either buying or selling 
and consequently © trading was quiet 
nearly all day. The election of officers 
of the board of trade, which occurred 
today, also detracted materiaily from 
interest in the pits. According to the 
weather bureau, a cold wave will spread 
over a large section of the country to- 
night and tomorrow, bringing with it 
the coldest weather of the season, As 
large areas of seeded wheat are unpro- 
tected by snow, the drop in tempera- 
ture, it was claimed, might result in 
considerable damage. This’ apprehen- 
Sion regarding the fall-sown crop 
caused fairly active buying during the 
find! hour of tue day, which carried 
prices te the highest point of the ses- 
sion.
